to be improved by a free exerc.ſe rhercof , which the intended ACt will altogether deſtroy by ſetting up ſo gro/s a Aomopoly in fo conſiderable a Nh 
nuſafture which mult inevitably reduce the Pin-makers to the ſame condition the Card-makers are now brought to,by the like means, in the Reign of Kits, 
Charles the Il.even to the ruine of their Trade and themlictves together.

Bit jt may be Objected this is no A{opoly ne only a good deſign to take care of the Poor,whercof there zre great Numbers inth it Company. 

I. A great cauſe hereof is from themlelves, the Company generally taking poor Peoples Children Apprentices, who when they come out of thei: 
times preſently ſet up for Maſters, without Stock or Credit, and are thereby forced to under-ſell their Goods by reaſon of their neceſlities, which 
might be prevented, and they get a good Livelihood, would they continue and work Journey work ; and by this means the Namber of Apprentices are 
increaſed to ſuch an unlimited Number, notwithſtanding the Companies care in reſtraining them, many Maſter-Pin-makers not being able now ts 
procure ſufficient har:ds to work their Gocds,

1. The lnhancing the Price very extravagantly to the Burthen of the Subject, and Inriching ſome private Terſons, as appears by the aCvance of near 
4©coo | per Anum inthe Pins. 

2, Bydiſcouraging this Art in giving encouragement to Foreigners to ſtock our Market by putting the dealers in theſe Goods to ſeck to be ſupplyed 
at caſter rates than is propoſed by t}.:s Act, if it paſs, as was done in the like caſe of the Card-makers. 

3- By improveriſhiag the makers by .\intirg them intheir Work, and ovlig 2 them to lir [till at the pleaſure of the Tndertakers , a Method very 
ſtrayge to enable the Poor workmen 10 live, wio cann9t naw the Trade is Fr - and Open. 

4. By cauſing the Commodity to be worle made, which will neceſſarily enſue, b:c uſe the Prices being ſer, the Workers are to have a certain Price for 
ſuch ſorts, zcod or bad, and by chat means the Pins will be ill made ;z and fo, in2 horttime, will deſcrvedly loſe tneir Reputation both at home ar: 
abroad, the natural corſzquence whereof will be ro give this ſo conſiderable a Trade to the Dutch, 

Beſides, many other inconverienc'es will neceilarily attend this Deltgn,it this Bill ſhould paſs, as is ſhewn more particularly in the Opponent 's Reaſors, 
and mzny-more will »c made appear , it they may be #c-rd, both in reference to the Merchant, Worker, and buyer. 
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
